Sacramento, Cat, Jan. 26. — Governor 
Glllett's message; to the lcgi.slatu.re to- 
day regarding the Japanese question 
la part is as follows: 

"Certain bills have been introduced, 
some of which have been favorably 
reported by your committees, Indir- 
ectly Intended to affect the Japanese 
people. At least such is the Impres- 
sion abroad. These bills have attract- 
ed the notice of the whole nation, and 
have caused Japan to call the attention 
of our government to them. They have 
produced an agitation, not only in our 
country but throughout Japan, and tho 
Japanese minister of foreign affairs 
has stated to the authorities at Wash- 
ington that If the bills should be pas- 
sed the government of Japan would 
consider it very embarrassing." 

The governor then reviews what has 
been done by the governments of the 
United States and Japan, resulting in 
a compact for the restriction of Im- 
migration, the provisions of which, he 
says, Japan is now carrying out. Fig- 
ures aro here given allowing a decrease 
In the immigration of Japanese, and 
the governor says he knows of no- 
thing to sustain them, asserting that 
the Japanese population of California 
Is Increasing. The message continues: 
"This question of immigration is ono 
that effecta t!i«. entire nation U4 ft'fell 
us our state, and is one which the fed- 
eral government can alono settle. It 
may be settled in two ways. 

"First — By an agreement between 
the two nations, which has been done, 
or by legislation passed by congress, 
as was done in the case of the Chinese. 

"If we find out that, notwithstand- 
ing Japan's efforts, her coolio labor 
continues to pour into our state, or 
though calling themselves agricultur- 
ists are landing upon our shores and 
settling in our cities, or leasing and 
purchasing our valuable agricultural 
lands, and changing white settlements 
to Japanese, to the detriment of this 
state and its citizens, then it is our 
plain duty to call the attention of the 
federal government to the facts, and 
petition it to take such prompt action 
as may bo proper and by agreement 
with Japan or by legislation if neces- 
sary to remedy conditions. If our 
complaints are just, they will be taken 
up by congress and tin; president and 
acted upon. 

"While the settlement of tho ques- 
tion of Immigration is pending, wo 
should do no act to embarrass those in 
authority at Washington by making 
their task more difficult. 

"We must remember that no law 
that this state can enact will stop 
Japanese Immigration. Congress alono 
Is vested with authority to pass such 
legislation. And we must also re- 
cognize the fact that the Japanese 
among us are the subjects of a 
friendly nation, and aro entitled to 
the same treatment under our laws 
and to the same privileges and Im- 
munities as are guaranteed to the sub- 
jects ef tlie most favored nations." 

The governor sees no reason for 
law barring aliens from becoming dir- 
ectors of corporations. 

The governor says further: "What 
we want is to have the question of 
Immigration settled amicably and 
settled right." 

The message concludes as follows: 
"The president of the United States 
and tlie secretary of state have issued 
a warning against passing any bills 
of the nature proposed. Representing 



the nation and knowing tho situation 
as wo do, the warning should bo 
heeded. Tho matter ia one in which 
our Interests are not alone involved, 
but one in which tho whole country 
Is interested. The passage of all or 
any of the proposed bills will not pre- 
vent a singlo Japanese from landing 
here or cause ono to leave tho coun- 
try. Thoy will in no sense check im- 
migration or change tho Japanese 
way of doing business or his manner 
of living. They can only in the end 
embarrass tills nation in dealings 
with Japan and render future nego- 
tiations more difficult. 

"Our efforts should be mado 
through the proper channels, and wo 
should prepare a statement of facts 
to support any petition, we may pro- 
sent. 

"I would therefore recommend that 
a sufficient appropriation bo made 
to enable the labor commissioner to 
tako" a census showing the number or 
Japanese now classed as laborers and 
those classed as agriculturists, the 
number of acres of land owned by 
Japanese and the number of acres 
leased, and to get such other infor- 
mation as may be useful in making 
a proper report to the president of 
the United States and to congress." 

Governor Glllett's message on the 
Japaneso question sent to tlie legisla 
tare today had Die effect of crystal 
llzing the sentiment for- and against 
the bills by Drew and Johnson, 
against which President Roosevelt has 
Invoked all Ills power. Tlie president 
informed the governor that it would 
be extremely dangerous for the legis- 
lature to enact any laws that might 
be construed by Japan as discrimin- 
ating. Me telegraphed to Governor 
Gillett today that another letter was 
on the way, and this Is expected to 
throw more. light upon the exact sit- 
uation between Japan and America. 

Grove L. Johnson, author of the bill 
segregating Japanese in residential 
districts at the option of municipali- 
ties, moved today when tlie measure 
came up for third reading that it be 
made a special order lor tomorrow. 
Thus two of the anti-Japanese meas- 
ures will be 'before the lower house 
at that time, and the fight, if any de- 
velops, will decide the whole issue. 
Tiie bill of A. N. Drew, denying ali- 
ens the right to hold land, was set 
for consideration then at the request 
of the author, after tho governor had 
Indicated that he desired such legis- 
lation held up. Speaker Stanton and 
the assembly organization are against 
a!! of the bills ubjevlcd to by the ad 
ministration. The fight for them will 
come from Grovo h. Johnson. Tho 
San Francisco delegation and assem 
blymen who have great numbers of 
union labor constituents.

New York, Jan. 26. — A statement 
as to the cause of tho Nantucket col- 
lision between tlie White Star liner 
Republic and the Italian liner Florida 
was issued today by C. B. Richards 
& Co., agents for tlie Florida. 

The statement says: "A dense fog 
existed at tlie time of the collision. 
'Die Florida had been proceeding at 
a moderate speed, blowing her whistle 
frequently. The captain and chief 
officers were In charge of her navi- 
gation on the bridge, the quarter- 
master was at tlie wheel and the 
lookout was doubled on account of 
the fog.. 

"Tho Florida was proceeding slow- 
ly when the fog whistles of another 
steamer, which afterwards proved to 
lie the Republic, were heard by the 
(Vtleo/rs and lookouts off the star- 
board bow of the Italian steamer. Tho 
engines of tlie Florida were reversed, 
ami two signals of three whistles 
were blown Indicating that the 
engines were going astern. The col- 
lision nevertheless took place, the 
bow of the Florida striking the port 
side of tlie Republic somewhat aft of 
amidships, causing serious damage 
to both steamers. 

"When tlie Republic became visible 
through the fog she was crossing the 
bow of the Florida from starboard to 
port and running at high speed. The 
helm of the Florida was promptly put 
to starboard, hoping to swing the bow 
of the Italian steamer to starboard 
and to assist in avoiding tile danger 
of a collision. The other steamer, 
however, was running so fast that 
the vessels collided. 

"The published statements that' 
ithore was a misunderstanding of 
orders on the brldgo of the Florida 
are not true. Tho orders given by 
tho captain were promptly and pro- 
perly executed. No criticism what- 
ever Is made by the captain or any of 
his officers against any member of tho 
crew of the Florida. The captain and 
olllcers are satisfied that every man 
did his duty. There is no founda- 
tion whatever for tho story that any 
member of the crew was struck or 
reprimanded by tho captain. Before 
the collision and after the Florida 
had ascertained the extent of her in- 
juries tlie captain rendered such as- 
sistance as lay In his powe; 
Republic and her passengers.' 



Ottawa, Jan. L'G. — Mr. Bickerdike has 
introduced an amendment to the rail- 
way act orplvding for tho protection 
of railway crossings, particularly in 
cities and towns. It is milder than 
tlie measure introduced by Mr. Lan- 
caster ami killed in the senate last 
session. Mr. Bickerdike also introduc- 
ed an amendment to the criminal code 
making it unlawful to carry deadly 
weapons. There is a clause provid- 
ing for the infliction of the lash upon 
wife beaters. Thirty days and 30 
lashes is Mr. Blckerdike's cure for this 
habit. 

Hon. Mr. Murphy introduced a bill to 
amend tho naturalization act. It is 
based on -the Fngllsh law. 

The house of commons sat only forty 
minutes tills afternoon. Hon. Mr. 
Murphy was not prepared to go on 
wiHi the naturalization bill, and tho 
consequenco was that the house after 
a number of questions on the order pa- 
per had been passed was compelled to 
adjourn for want of something to do. 

Just before adjournment Mr. Borden 
entered a complaint that the water- 
ways treaty recently signed by tho 
United States and Mr. Bryce on behalf 
of Canada was in the hands of tho 
United Stutes senate, while the Can- 
adian parliament was yet without it 
owing to the fact that it had to go 
across tho Atlantic and back from 
Downing street before it could come 
before parliament. Mr. Borden did 
not think the treaty should become 
binding upon Downing street until it 
had received the sanction of the Can- 
adian parliament. 

Sir Wilfrid was Inclined* to agree 
with Mr. Borden. They had to follow 
precedent and that took the treaty 
across tho Atlantic and back again, 
The matter then dropped. 

On a question by Mr. Borden, Mr. 
Graham replied that a communication 
regarding the sales of the Intercoloni- 
al railway had been received by the 
government, but as it was marked 
"private" it had not been considered. 

The senate had its first session to- 
day, Senator David moving tho address 
In reply to the speech from the throne 
and Senator Derbyshire seconding It. 
Senator Lougheed expressed surprise 
at the revelations made by the Cassels 
enquiry, and criticized the premier for 
his campaign promises. Sir Richard 
Cartwright adjourned tho debate. Sen- 
ator Ratz was Introduced and sworn 
in. 

A Liberal caucus was held this morn- 
ing at which a resolution was passed 
authorizing tho premier to appoint the 
necessary whips. It Is understood that 
Chief Whip Calvert will retain that 
position. J. G. Turiff will be the whip 
for the western provinces.

Earnings for Recent Months 
and Last Year Show Large 
Decrease 



New York, Jan. 26. — Tho earnings of 
the United States Steel corporation for 
the quarter ending Dec. 81, were $20,- 
225, 4S5, compared with J27.106.274 in 
tho previous quarter and $32, 553,005 In 
the corresponding quarter a year ago. 

Tlie. surplus of tho quarter was $5,- 
142,451, a decrease of $9,572 as com- 
pared with the quarter ending Sept. 
30, 1908, and a decrease of $4,216,823 
as compared with the last quarter of 
1007. 

Tho net earnings for the quarter 
were $21,011,663, a decrease of $298,- 
754. 

The earnings for the year 190S were 
$91,826,520, a decrease as compared 
With 1907 of $69,138,153, while the net 
earnings were $74,842,330, a decrease 
of $58,540,659. 

The surplus for tho year was $10,- 
497,935, a decrease of $4,681,902. 

The unfilled orders for the year 
1908 were 14,404,730 tons, a decrease 
of 12,592,574 tons. The 'earnings of 
1907, which were $160,964,673, were 
the highest on record for the company. 
The regular quarterly dividends of one- 
half per cent on tho common and one 
and three-quarter per cent on the pre- 
ferred were declared.

The last ofllclal 
function over which Archbishop 
Sweatman presided was the consecra- 
tion of Bishop Farthing In Montreal. 



Parisian Duel. 
Paris, Jan. 26 — -Prince Gregory Stour- 
deau and Alexander Catargls, son of 
the Roumanian minister of London 
fought a duel this afternoon with pis- 
tols in a suburb of Purls, und as a re- 
sult Catargls Is wounded in the right 
side. Ho went in an automobile to a 
private hospital. His condition Is con- 
sidered quite serious. Tho duel was 
the outcome of an altercation between 
the two men at u theatre, 



Washington, Jan. 26. — A bitter at- 
tack on William Nelson Cromwell, 
President Obaldia of Panama and 
others by Mr. Rainey, of Illinois was 
made in the house today. The post- 
oflice appropriation bill was under 
consideration, but Mr. Rainey spoke 
under license of general debate and 
was unsparing in his charges of cor- 
ruption against the persons named. 
At the conclusion of his speech, B, 
Stevens of Minnesota and Mr. Kuster- 
man of Wisconsin expressed their dis- 
approval of his remarks and entered 
on a defense of the accused. 

Charging that William Nelson Crom- 
well, Roger T. Farunm, Charles P. 
Taft, and others are parties to tho 
"most infamous railroad proposition 
ever submitted to any government," 
and that they are being permitted not 
only to rob tho Republic of Panama, 
hut indirectly the (treasury of the 
United States, Representative Rainey 
directed the searchlight of publicity 
upon the affairs of the canal zone, in 
a startling speech In support of his 
resolution providing for an investi- 
gation by congress of the Panama 
canal. 

"In their effort In tills direction," he 
declared, "they have had so far tho 
complete cooperation and active as- 
sistance of tlie present administration 
and of the next president of the Unit- 
ed States." 

Mr. Rainey was particularly bitter 
in his denunciation of Mr. Cormwcll, 
general counsel for the now French 
Panama Cunal Co., and counsel and 
director of the Panama railroad, which 
is owned by the U. S. Government, 
lie charges that through the manipu- 
lations of Mr. Cromwell, the French 
canal company was prompted to steal 
from the United States government, 
threo or four millions dollars, and that 
after he "had become an oflicer in 
fact of tho United States, lie became 
a party to an attempt to collect from 
tho United Stales a fraudulent claim 
on tho part of tho canal company of 
$2,200,000. 

lie also attacks Don Jose Domingo 
do Obaldia. president of Panama, 
whom he represented as "No old 
Spanish grnndee In his generation, but 
all that Is corrupt in Spanish-Amer- 
ican politics." 

Against President-elect Taft, now 
en route to the canal zone, Mr. Rainey 
directed the accusation that on the oc- 
casion of ills last trip to Panama, In 
May, "He did nothing on tlie Isthmus 
except to openly push the candidacy 
of Obaldia for tho presidency," Ref- 
erence to President Roosevelt's attack 
on Senator Tillman was made by Mr. 
Rainey by asserting that Senator 
Lodge of Massachusetts was responsi- 
ble for the expenditure on January 25, 
last of over $1,000,000 to purchase the 
steamships Shawmut and Tremont for 
tho Panama Railroad company which 
the canal commission did not want 
and did not need, hut which were 
brought because the constituents of 
the senator from Massachusetts want- 
ed to sell them. 



Nelson, R. C, Jan. 2G. — The fourth 
general meeting of the Western 
branch of the Cunadian Mining Insti- 
tute at Greenwood came to a close this 
afternoon. In addition to several pa- 
llet's read, tlie following resolutions 
were unanimously agreed to: 

"That this meeting does hereby en- 
press its appreciation of the services 
rendered to the mining industry by tho 
first and present minister of mines, 
Hon. Win. Templeman, and of tho ac- 
tion of tho Right Honorable the Pre- 
mier of tho Dominion in retaining Mr. 
Templeman in office. 

"That this meeting doe shereby en- 
dorse and express Its apprecfation of 
tho action of the Provincial Govern- 
ment, and especially that of the Hon. 
tho Premier and tho Minister of 
Mines, in aiding tho important experi- 
ments which are being conducted at 
Nelson towards tho separation and re- 
duction of complex lead-zinc ores by 
electro- thermic means. 

"That this meeting does hereby ex- 
press its approval and appreciation of 
tho action of the Federal Government 
through its mines department, in seek- 
ing a solution of tho difficulties at- 
tending on the economical smelting of 
eastern iron ores by practical experi- 
ments in electro-thermic reduction, 
conducted at public cost. The meeting 
commends to the government the de- 
sirability of aiding In and contributing 
to the advanced experiments whl^h bad 
already been made in the province to- 
wards the separation and the reduc- 
tion of zinc ores by electro-thermic 
energy. These experiments havel dem- 
onstrated tho practicability of tho sep- 
aration of metallic zinc from metallic 
lead and its recovery as spelter from 
complex lead zinc ores. Important de- 
posits of such ores occur in this prov- 
ince and remain unworkod through 
lack of economical reduction facilities. 
In the opinion of this meeting a so- 
lution of this problem will be of very 
great importance to tho mining indus- 
try of the Dominion."

Frankhauser was found guilty of hav- 
ing robbed a Great Northern train, 
extracting $40,000 from tho registered 
mails and placing tho lives of tho 
custodians in jeopardy by a jury in 
tlie federal court today, and will bo 
sentenced by Judge Hunt on Thurs- 
day. Under the state statutes, ho 
must serve the rest of his life in 
prison at hard labor. 

Witli ono companion, Frankhauser 
held up the Great Northern train at 
Rondo and secured $40,000 from tho 
registered malls. He showed great 
executive ability during the robbery, 
but a short distance from tho scene of 
the crime displayed largo amounts of 
money, buying all tho liquor in one 
city and in other ways making himself 
conspicuous. Ho and his companion, 
McDonald, wero captured while on 
their way to Spokane. After being 
kept in tho Kalispel jail for a short 
time the two were brought to Helena 
last January. On the morning of the 
day in March on which they were to 
be tried they made a daring escape, 
and McDonald was never recaptured. 

Frankhauser went to Minnesota, and 
was captured at Moorhend while rob- 
bing freight trains. While he was In 
custody there Sheriff Whalley recog- 
nized Frankhauser from a photograph 
sent out by tho Helena authorities. 
United States Marshal Merrllleld went 
to Minnesota and brought the prisoner 
back. He was placed on trial a week 
ago. 



Frozen to Death 

Klstow, Sask., Jan. 2G.— Pierre Con- 
trasts', who has been missing for two 
weeks, was found frozen to death be- 
side the trail eight miles north of 
hero. 



Maniac Attacks Family, 

Cheyenne, Wyo., Jan. 2G. — A mes- 
sage from Sundance says that T. 
Paxton, a ranchman has been brought 
to jail thero after attempting to kill 
his wife and little stepson and then 
attempting suicide. Tho boy was 
shot in the groin and will probably 
die. Mrs. Paxton was shot In tho faco 
but the wound is not mortal. Paxton 
shot himself in the head but will re- 
cover. Paxton was overpowered by 
Will Davis, another stepson, or ho 
probably would have succeeded in 
killing liis wife and tho boy. Paxton 
is believed to bo insane. 



Bad Time in Montreal. 

Montreal, Jan. 2G. — A sleet storm 
that rngod all day Saturday and was 
followed on Saturday night by a galo 
of wind worked havoc among the ov- 
erhead wires on tho streets of Mon- 
treal and wrecked many fine shado 
trees on tho city streets. Half a mllo 
of Notre Dame street was closed to 
tho public owing to fallen wires. When 
tho polo fell tho wires becamo en- 
tangled with power wires carrying a 
heavy voltage, and thero was a great 
electrical display until the power wus 
turned off. Hundreds of poles aro 
down all over tho city, tho storm in 
tills respect being ono of the most cost- 
ly In the city's history. Wcstmount 
and a number of othor suburbs of tho 
city were without water all day owing 
to tho breaking down of tho power 
lino from which the electrically oper-

The debate on the .Speech from the 
Throne dragged on Its weary course 
In the legislature yesterday, unre- 
lieved by humor or Incident. The Op- 
position members from the upper 
country brought forth again those In- 
dictments against the government hal- 
lowed by age and tradition, and hinging 
for the most part on the misuse of 
public moneys and such and such 
trails, roads and the like. 

A bill to license clubs to sell In- 
toxicating liquors was presented by 
the attorney-general, who also fath- 
ered one for the revision of the stat- 
utes of British Columbia. The latter 
is a formal measure aiming to bring 
up to date the statutes which have 
not been consolidated since 1 807. 

The most interesting feature in con- 
nection with the debate was an ap- 
peal by Mr. Hayward for reform in the 
administration of the school act. He 
complained that at present the. farm- 
ers must bear all the burden of the 
schools in the rural municipalities, all 
other -hisses than land-owners getting 
off without payment of school taxes. 

Premier McBrlde announced the 
personnel of the following commit 
tees: Private bills, mining, railway 
municipal, agriculture, printing and 
public accounts.

.Mr. Kllison presented n petition 
from the White Valley Irrigation and 
Power Co., Coldstream Estate Co., 
Limited. Mr. Jardine presented a 
petition to Incorporate the Victoria 
Barclay Sound railway. Mr. Mac- 
Rowan presented a petition on behalf 
of the City of Vancouver, praying; for 
a private bill to cover certain charter 
amendments. Mr. Thomson presented 
a petition on behalf of John H.opp 
and others, to consolidate certain 
placer mining holdings and water 
rights, in Cariboo. 

The Debate. Continued. 
The debate on the Speech from the 
Throne was resumed. Mr. N'aden 
opening for the Opposition. He noticed 
that most of the speakers so far had 
wandered from the subject matter of 
the Speech. This was to be wondered 
at. To have a lively debate conducted 
strictly on the matter of that speech 
would be as easy as to get a drink 
of whiskey in Prince Rupert. 

Me wished to congratulate Mr. 
Taylor on his appointment as Minister 
of "Works. British Columbia would 
hardly cavil at the extra expenditure 
If it would allow the Minister of 
Crown Lands to put his department 
Into shape so. that Intending settlers 
may huve an opportunity of getting 
on to the lands in this province. For 
years it has been impossible for in- 
tending settlers to get any information 
from the government, as to where they 
could get land for preemption. 

The government issued pamphlets 
with general Information, but for 
actual concrete information, it was 
not to be secured in any government 
olllce in the country. 

Speaking of the Greenwood riding 
in particular, Mr. Naden stated that 
conditions there were much better 
now than they wore a year ago. At 
that time almost every mine, was clos- 
ed down owing to the slump In the 
price of copper. Now most were 
working full time. He drew attention 
of the need of better protection for 
citizens in the boundary district. 
During the year there had been a 
series of burglaries, culuminating in 
the murder of an estimable citizen 
at Midway, and none of the criminals 
had been captured. 

Mr. N'aden was glad to hear the 
Premier declare that constituencies re- 
presented by Liberals wore to get a 
square deal In the estimates. Ho 
said that the Kettle River bridge had 
served well the purpose; for which It 
was built, to hold the Conservative 
votes in tlie district. For any other 
purpose It might as well be at the 
North Polo. 

He was glad to hear that the gov- 
ernment's policy of administering the 
licenses in the unorganized districts 
was a good thing for the temperance 
cause, tor it was also a good tiling 
for tlie government. When the Pre- 
mier said that twenty-five licenses 
had been cancelled and that the ma- 
jority of these had been held by 
conservatives. Mr. N'aden said lie 
could readily believe the statement nnd 
it would be hard to find saloon-keep- 
ers In the unorganized districts who 
would dare to say they were Liberals. 

The arrangement between tlie gov- 
ernment and the Orand Trunk Pacific 
was not easy to discuss until more 
information had been given the House. 
The government deserved credit, for 
refusing to allow the Townsite of 
Prince Rupert to be placed on tlie 
market last fall, and also for deciding 
that tlie streets woud be laid out and 
walks laid before the lots were sold. 
The government also deserved credit 
for refusing to grant liquor licenses 
In Prince Rupert. Anyone who had 
lived there during the past six months 
could see a distinct benefit resulting 
from this policy. He had been asked 
to present a petition from the people 
of the city against the granting of 
licenses there, but the paper was not 
yet ready and it had been said that 
a giVat deal of liquor was being 
sold there nnd that there had been 
connivance on tlie part of the govern- 
ment. This he believed to be false. 
He believed that the government had 
been "flln flammed," with regard to 
the water front agreement. Outside 
of one block of 1,500 feet, the part 
taken by tho ■government was not 
worth much: 

Ask for Incorporation. 
The Prince Rupert Board of Trade 
had recently passed a resolution ask- 
ing- tho legislature to Issue lettei-H of 
Incorporation for the city at this 
session. They did not want Incor- 
poration at once, but wished to make 
provision for the future. Although 
the school accommodation .was at- 



present adequate, the government 
should prepare to face developments 
of the next year. He suggested that 
an eight-roomed school house on one 
of tlie lots already selected for the 
purpose. 

He noted an oversight on tlie part 
of tlie Lieutenant-Governor in not 
having a clause in the Speech con- 
gratulating his ministers on tlie man- 
ner In which they had used tlie re- 
sources of tlie province to enable 
them to elect Conservatives at the 
elections. He could agree with the 
Leader of the Opposition that not 
all the government agents were 
active electioneers. The agent In 
Greenwood was above that, but the 
majority of them were electioneering 
from Jan. 1 to I><-0. 31, spending 
more time In that pursuit than in 
their proper work. Mr. N'aden closed 
witli a few strictures on tlie Con- 
servative party fur their alleged elec- 
tion tactics. 

Mr. Kcrgin, member for Skcena, 
followed. He took up the points 
mentioned by Mr. N'aden regarding 
Prince Rupert. He dwelt on the re- 
sources of Queen Charlotte Islands 
and Skeena district, stating that they 
were as rich as Vancouver island, 
and that their mineral wealth ought 
be even greater. 

Mr. Hayward took up the parable 
for the government side. He con- 
gratulated tlie government on the 
appointment of Mr. Palmer as Deputy 
Minister of Agriculture. However, 
having a good deputy minister would 
not help mutters unless there were 
good men under him and funds to 
work with. He hoped the government 
would give attention to this matter. 
Nothing would help the p.rovlnce 
more than a prosperous ugi ioulLui ai 
community. Even though the soil 
was most fertile, and the farmers 
hard working, the agricultural com- 
munity was not getting its deserts. 
Former governments had taken great 
Interest In encouraging tlie creamery 
Industry, and he wanted to ask the 
government to show the same Interest 
in the poultry and fruit growing in- 
dustries. He mentioned that tills 
province was importing enormous 
quantities of eggs, for example, a 
state of affairs which has no right to 
exist. 

Speaking of the fruit growing in- 
dustry in particular, Mr. Hayward 
said It was the duty of parliament to 
look after tlie markets of the north- 
west for British Columbia fruit. It 
should even keep a man in tlie North- 
west to keep in touch with condi- 
tions there and look after our inte- 
rests. 

Regarding timber, Mr. Hayward said 
that there was four and one-half bil- 
lion feet of timber about Cowichan 
lake alone, some of tho land running 
as high as :i00.000 feet to the acre. Tlie 
government should see to It that there 
was a more efficient system of fire 
protection. Tile only way to prevent dis- 
astrous fire was to make all the peo- 
ple engaged in logging operations clean 
up their refuse. 

An Appeal for the Farmer. 

The application of the school act in 
rural municipalities was not fair to 
the farniT declared Mr. Hayward. At 
present tlie municipalities cannot tax 
anything but the land. In the case 
of such big Industries as saw mills, 
smelters, etc., many of which are con- 
trolled by United States capital, many 
people send their children to school and 
pay no taxes at all. Store keepers, real 
estate agents, doctors, lawyers, and 
others are not taxed for the schools. 
It was unfair that tlie farmer should 
pay the entire bill. There should be a 
law giving tlie municipalities power to 
tux real estate, personal property and 
even to levy a poll tax for schools. 

As for the liquor laws, Mr. Hayward 
was In favor of the government in- 
spection of the liquor sold behind the 
bars In British Columbia. The stuff 
retailed In many cases now was enough 
to kill anybody. In conclusion be de- 
clared that he was in favor of tlie bill 
to distribute water and recounted his 
experience at tlie Vernon convention 
lust August. 

Again the Opposition was given tho 
ear of the liouso. Mi. Yorston this 
time taking tin- floor. He was pleased 
to sec that the government was taking 
up the matter of Irrigation. In Cari- 
boo, he stated, there were thousands of 
acres of the best agricultural lands 
which could be brought under cultiva- 
tion If there was irrigation. He com- 
plained of the lack of facilities for 
getting the produce of tho upper dis- 
tricts to market. He made the com- 
plaint that has several times been 
voiced by the Opposition members re- 
garding tlie difficulty of "settler versus 
speculator." He complained of the 
methods employed In spending the 
money of tlie government on his con- 
stituency and recited many anecdotes 
to serve as Instances. 

Mr. McPhllllps moved that tlie house 
adjourn from the debute. Mr. Ross 
presented a petition on behalf of D. 
(J. Corbln and others asking for an act 
to Incorporate tlie Flathead valley 
Railway company. 

The Attorney General then intro- 
duced the two bills relating to the 
licensing of clubs to sell liquor and the 
consolidation of tlie statutes.

Mr, Templeman's Defeat is 
Predicted — Forestry Bill 
May Be Introduced 

The announcement of the Intention 
of the Comox-Atlin Conservatives to 
contest the vacancy caused by Mi-. 
Sloan's retirement in favor of Mr. 
Tompleman, was the subject of a 
good deal of conversation and com- 
ment in the lobbies of the Legislative 
assembly yesterday afternoon, and uni- 
versal satisfaction was felt at the ac- 
tion taken. The northern men pres- 
ent were unanimous In their opinion 
that the Hon. William Templeman was 
doomed to defeat, some going so far 
:*.s to prod'Pt that be would lose his 
deposit. There appears to be a wide- 
spread indignation at Wm. Sloan for 
thus contemptuously throwing over 
his shoulder the great honor done him 
by tlie people of the north by elect- 
ing him by acclamation for tho sec- 
ond time, and, without consulting the 
wishes of his constituents, giving them 
an outsider to vote for who has al- 
ready been rejected at the polls. 

There was also considerable dis- 
cussion as to the legislation which is 
likely to come before the House this 
session, apurt from the definite an- 
nouncements already made by the 
government. One of the chief topics 
was the question of timber and tim- 
ber licenses, concerning which Mr. 
McBrlde stated in his recent speech 
that the matter was, and hail been for 
some time, receiving the attention of 
Ills government. At the same time he 
said that he was unable to give a 
pledge as to when fresh legislation 
would be introduced if at all. 

It now appears, however, that there 
Is every llkllhood of ■ i\ government 
measure being Introduced some time 
during the present session of tlie 
House. It will at any rate be freshly 
and earnestly considered. If any le- 
gislation is introduced at all on the 
subject it will likely deal with much 
wider questions than those which have 
been already raised. The question of 
tenure, while important, Is recognized 
by experts to he but one phase of the 
question, and attempts may be made 
to settle the drift of future dealing 
with the forestry question as a whole. 
If this course is adopted it will entail 
provisions as re-afforestation, addi- 
tional fire protection, the question of 
loggers cleaning up their debris and 
slashings behind them each season, 
the whole involving the large ques- 
tion of forestry. The matter, however, 
is somewhat In the air at present and 
definite developments are not to be ex- 
pected until late in the session, if at 
all. 



Lineman Electrocuted. 

Fort William. Jan. 25 — D. Eraser was 
electrocuted this afternoon. Ho was 
a city lineman, and came in contact 
wilh a live wile, killing him instantly. 
Deceased was unmarried.

In an interview ho 
says the Northern Pacific lias secured 
a half interest In the Midland railway, 
owned by the Great Northern, and 
Jointly they will start work in the 
spring on a line from tlie boundary to 
Winnipeg, to be completed next fall. 

California Storms. 

San Francisco, Jan 25.— Another 
storm broke over this city and vicinity 
yesterday, rain falling at Intervals. The. 
other sections of the storm -swept area 
In Central California were similarly 
treated by the elements. The Southern 
Pacific company has reopened many 
of its routes, recently blocked by wash- 
outs and landslides. In the ' flooded 
sections above Stockton. Sacamento 
and Antloch conditions are improving. 

Buying B. C. Timber. 

Bellingham, Jan. 25. — J. P. Nelson, 
of this city, on Saturday night closed 
an $80,000 deal whereby W M. Prize] |, 
S. J. Craft. G. W. Felker, oncl S. Gra- 
ham, of this place, became the own- 
ers of 300,000,000 feet of standing cedar 
and llr timber. The tract, which cov- 
ers 7,080 acres of land, lies eighty 
miles from Vancouver, B.C., on Jervls 
Inlet.

POULTRY EXHIBITION 



Many Fanciers Gathered at 
Market Building Yesterday 
—Prizes Awarded 



The annual exhibition of the Vic- 
toria Poultry and Pet. Stock associ- 
ation opened yesterday morning at tho 
Market building. There was a good 
attendance of fanciers and tho rep- 
resentatives of the various classes of 
chicken aristocracy were mucn ad- 
mired. 

W. C. Denny started judging at 9 
o'clock and continued the work 
throughout tho day. He Isn't yet In 
sight of the finish, however, and ex- 
pects to be engaged In distributing 
prizes until tonight. As fast as ho 
gives his decision Secretary Nachtrleb 
makes out the ilrst, second and third 
prize cards, which are placed so that 
spectators may see at a glance tho 
fowl that have captured the highest 
honors. 

A Fine Show 

During a short break In his work 
yesterday morning Mr. Denny took oc- 
casion to assert that ho considered the 
show one of the finest in every respect 
and certainly the best balanced that 
he had had an opportunity of .seeing 
since leaving New Vork.

Washington, Jan. 25.— The federal 
grand jury Investigating the alleged 
libel of the New York World and the 
Indianapolis News In connection with 
the purchase of the Panama canal, 
adjourned today until Tuesday after- 
noon, being In session for only one 
hour. No witnesses were heard to- 
day, the time being occupied with the 
reading of articles in tho paper con- 
taining tho alleged libels. The grand 
jury Is not expected to make a return 
in tho cases until early next month. 



Nanaimo, Jan, 26.— John W. Coburn, 
president of tho Ladysmlth Lumber 
company, which has Its ottlce In Na- 
naimo, has returned from Victoria, 
where he represented Nanalmo at the 
recent meeting of the Island Develop- 
ment convention. It is with consid- 
erable satisfaction that Nannlmoltes 
notico that Mr. Coburn has been chos- 
en first vice-president of tho associ- 
ation and that the next meeting Is to 
be held In Nanalmo. Mr. Coburn is 
a most public-spirited man, and as 
president of tho Nanaimo Citizens' 
league has taken the initiative in 
many matters looking towards the 
growth and development of the city. 
As a prominent oillclal of tho new as- 
sociation he Is 'fully worthy of the 
trust imposed in him. 

No sooner diil Mr. Coburn arrive 
home than he began to busy himself 
with the plans of the meeting for fur- 
thering the interests of tho Island. 
Thus at the mass meeting of citizens 
to be held In tho earlier part of Feb- 
ruary, when the harbor Improvement 
question Is to be discussed, the mat- 
ter of having trails ami roads opened 
to the different parts of the district 
for the benefit of the miner and the 
prospector will be considered. The 
decision of the convention to pursue 
this course of action throughout the 
island is one that will appeal strongly 
to tin' many prospectors who work out 
from Nanalmo. In this district there 
are not a few claims held that their 
owners are conlldent would bit most 
valuable property if roads were built 
leading into them. There are lots of 
rich copper claims held not far from 
Nanalmo, but so far they have not 
been of much valuo to their owners on 
account of the absence of roads load- 
ing to them so that they arc well nigh 
Inaccessible to get In machinery or 
supplies. Prospective buyers and 
capitalists shown these claims, while 
recognizing the value of the property 
have hesitated to invest, saying "Cet 
the government to build you a road 
there, then we will consider your pro- 
position." 

Of late those Interested In the Ju- 
bilee mining property, a rich copper 
proposition some miles from the city, 
having met with this reply on more 
than one occasion have been negoti- 
ating with the government to have a 
road built to their holdings. A sur- 
vey has been made by the government 
and now tnai tho :;uesHnn or opening 
up the mining districts is In the lime- 
light it is not unlikely that they will 
redouble their efforts to have the road 
built. 

On Saturday evening the ofiicials 
of the 'Western Fuel company gave n 
complimentary banquet In the hotel 
Wilson to the president of tho com- 
pany, Mr, Job. n L. Howard, who Is at 
present here on a visit from San Fran- 
cisco, and. to Superintendent T., R. 
Stockett. AJ those who spoke took 
occasion to compliment tho Western 
Fuel company on the many improve- 
ments they had made in the mine 
sinco taking It over somo three or four 
years ago. What will be of premier 
interest to not only the citizens of 
Nanaimo but to the whole island Is 
the fact that every speaker spoke In 
glowing terms of the prospects of tho 
mine, declaring that there was coal 
enough in sight to keep the mines run- 



ning full blast for many years to come, 
longer than will be the fife of the av- 
erage .man who reads this. In fact, 
the moro prospecting done In the Na- 
naimo mines the moro coal there ap- 
pears to be. And yet the Nanaimo 
mines aro the oldest mines in West- 
ern Canada. The men who spoke at 
tho banquet on Saturday night were 
all men who knew whereof they spoke, 
being the practical men, tho under- 
ground managers and bosses, men of 
large experience in mines all over the 
country. Their words are most as- 
suring. 




Mr. Tluinerrelt's Suggestion. 

Sir — I was one of the Interested and 
delighted listeners to tho very able ad- 
dress of Mr. C. (J. Chapman, given at 
tho Empress hotel on the 22ud Inst., 
and wldle, unfortunately, 1 was unublo 
to attend the meetings convened by tho 
Board of Trade prior and subsequent to 
that address, am frank lo say my inter- 
est In Victoria nnd its futuro Is very 
deep-rooted. 

I was particularly struck with Mr. 
Chapman's reference to the city pt'Port* 
land and since the' luncheon have r 3een 
carefully considering tho possibility of 
some such plan being adopted by Vic- 
torians. There has been a good deal of 
controversy, and much difference of 
opinion exists in the rnhids of the elec- 
tors of Victoria, as to the wisdom of 
the expenditure of public funds for a 
publicity campaign, and it Is only just 
and right to regard these differences of 
honest opinion; also. It would seem — ■ 
from the expression obtained through 
tho referendum anent this subject — that 
the hands of the city council aro prac- 
tically tied as — were the aldermanic 
board to vote any considerable sum un- 
der existing circumstances — they would 
oovlously be open to very great criti- 
cism, which might lead to more active 
opposition and perhaps create factions 
1-1 our city which, in my humble opin- 
ion, would not be in the best interests 
of us all. 

I note, the amount suggested by the 
Tourist Association is $7,1)00. and after 
mature deliberation have concluded to 
make tho following proposal: I will bo 
one of seven to provide $1,000 each or 
one of fourteen to pay JfiOO each, on 
the understanding that — in addition to 
tills — a sum of at least $5,000 b col- 
lected from the citizens individually 
through tho medium of the Tourist As- 
sociation. 

In making this proposal I do not wish 
It to bo understood that I will give a 
subscription of any considerable size to 
the Tourist Association if any part of 
tho funds is raised by public taxation, 
as I am already bearing my quota in 
that direction. 

This would provide $12,000 which — if 
properly used — should and I think will 
be of lasting advantage to the city of 
Victoria; and I also impose the further 
condition — if- this sum is raised and 
that none of it is to bo taken from 
the civic treasury — that tho mayor and 
hoard of aldermen shall undertake to 
Immediately spend whatever sum may 
be necessary to put our main thorough- 
fai-"!! In proper and complete repair,, so 
that by the date of the opnning of the 
exhibition at Scattlo tho streets will at 
least be presentable. 

I have heard various estimates of tho 
number of people who will probably 
visit Victoria during the year 1009 and 
I think it safe to calculate that at least, 
one million tourists Would visit Vic- 
toria, provided tho steamship and hotel 
accommodations are sufficient for such 
numbers, 

~I make, tills proposal, Mr. Editor, • to 
be good for ..thirty days as,, if such, .a 
movement is to" -be- effective it --must 
be well tinder way by the first of March 
next, otherwise tho expenditure will be 
of littlo value, and will 'do glad to have 
— through your columns or otherwise — 
expressions of opinion on the sugges- 
tion, as I am willing to do what I can 
to further this or any possible plan. 

I h.'.ve no axe to grind, as I have 
only two lots in the. city of Victoria; 
am not In any regular business hero 
and cannot possibly hope to benefit to

At the 
sumo time, as before stated, I am in- 
tensely interested in the well being of 
Victoria, which for twenty-throe years 
lias been my home nnd which I believe 
has possibilities beyond our present 
most sangulno expectations.

FRENCH EXECUTIONS 



Morbid Crowd Insists on Watching 
Gruesome Work of Guillotin- 
ing Condemned Man 



Carpentras, France, Jan. 2C. — Tho 
second execution In France under tho 
revival of the law of capital punish- 
ment took place here today, although 
the scenes accompanying it were less 
regrettable; than those attending tlio 
quadruple execution at Bethuno on 
January 11th, where they were dis- 
tinctly unpleasant and will undoubt- 
edly hasten parliamentary action to- 
wards making future executions pri- 
vate. 

The guillotine was erected on a 
public square alongside the prison. 
The locality was cordoned with sol- 
diers, who effectually blocked all tho 
streets, but an impatient crowd which 
had assembled during the night de- 
manded that It be given a chance to 
witness the execution. Some people 
climbed upon ladders from which they 
kept the others informed of tho details 
of tho proceedings, while the windows 
of houses overlooking the square were 
jammed with people. 

The condemned, a man named Remy 
Danvers, who had cruelly shot an aged 
farmer and his wife, was ilrst mado 
aware of his fate by the yells of the 
crowd that surrounded the prison. Ho 
came out of the prison yard with livid 
faco and staring eyes, and it was ne- 
cessary to make use of force to get 
him to the guillotine and his head in 
position for tho fall of the blade.

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RAILWAY CONSTRUCTION. 

An important statement was mado 
by Mr. McBrido in the course of his 
observations upon the Address in reply 
to the Speech, lie stated that lie Is in 
consultation with the Canadian Nor- 
thern Railway company for the exten- 
sion of its railway through British 
Columbia to the Coast. He did not 
intimate that an arrangement will bo 
readied in time to be submitted to tha 
legislature during the present session, 
and we can readily imagine tha* the 
details of any plan would require 
greater consideration than could bo 
given to them, while the business of 
tlie House is being carried on; never- 
theless we urge upon Mr. McBrlde that 
he shall lose no time in elaborating 
his proposed policy upon the merits of 
which it will be premature to say any- 
thing until we know more about it. 
W'e may say, however, that any plan 
of railway development which does 
not take into consideration Victoria 
and Vancouver Island will not be ac- 
ceptable to the people of this part of 
the province. Mr. McBrlde finds him- 
self unable to fall in with the sugges- 
tion made by Mr. Joseph Tasse for the 
beautltlcation of Victoria, and much 
as wo would like to see that scheme 
or some modification of it carried into 
effect, we are prepared to concede that 
Mr. McBrlde Is bound to take more 
than a local view of his duties as the 
Premier of the province, and that 
there are demands more pressing than 
that proposed for the improvement of 
this city at the expense of the public 
treasury; but when it comes to pro- 
jects for the development of the coun- 
try, the claims of Victoria and Van- 
couver island are at least equal to 
those of any other locality. This ob- 
servation is not made in any critical 
spirit. Indeed to criticize a general 
statement, like, that made by Mr. Mc- 
Brlde, would be unreasonable. All we 
are doing today is to indicate to Mr. 
McBride that, while cordially approv- 
ing of the announced policy of the gov- 
ernment so far as the principle in- 
volved is concerned, that policy must, 
in our humble judgment, to be accept- 
able to the people of this city and this 
Island, not be confined to railway con- 
struction on the Mainland. We con- 
gratulate Mr. McBride upon his deter- 
mination to take hold of this matter. 
British Columbia needs all the rail- 
ways it can get, and while we do not 
undertake to say. in advance that we 
shall support whatever line of action 
he may decide upon, we do heartily 
applaud his determination to take ac- 
tion. The province is in splendid con- 
dition to undertake a policy of develop- 
ment. We do not say that action 
has been too long delayed, because we 
think it was wise to wait until the 
financial position of British Columbia 
and the general conditions of the busi- 
ness would warrant tin- belief that 
the construction of another transcon- 
tinental 1 i i i * - through the province 
could he secured on terms that can lie 
justified. But whatever difference of 
opinion there may h>' upon this point, 
there will be none, we think, upon the 
wisdom of the conclusion reached by 
Mr. McBride, namely, to enter upon 
negotiations with the Canadian Nor- 
thern to secure its early extension to 
the coast. 



TO SUPPLEMENT PUBLICITY. 

The people of Victoria have had 
their attention very closely directed 
to the desirability of carrying on 
a very active campaign of publicity, 
and there is very little reason to 
doubt that such a eompaign will be 
a feature of the year 190!). Lint we 
must not stop simply at securing 
publicity. The Vancouver Island De- 
celopment League is an organization 
with admirable objects. It will un- 
doubtedly see to it that all the 1m- 
formation available about Vancouver 
Island is collected and made available 
to the public. But we. must not 
stop at the collection and dissemin- 
ation of Information about this Trea- 
sure Island. We must do something 
more. We must develop a robust and 
active public sentiment In favor of 
the opening of the Island by modern 
means of communication. In this the 
people of Victoria can count most 
heartily upon the cooperation of all 
the residents of the island. We need 
n railway to the North of the island; 
we need other railways; we need the 
best possible connection with the 
mainland. And speaking especially 
of Victoria we need to have something 
d.oing here, not simply hi the way 
ot making a City Beautiful, but in the 
direction of making opportunities and 
inducement for people to come here, 
remain and invest their money. One 
of the greatest advantages possessed 
by Vancouver Is 'its splendid street 
railway system, and its abundance of 
power. And this advantage is not 
confined to that city, but New West- 
minster, Stevestqn, Eburno and the 



whole south side of the Eraser Valley 
as far as Chilllwack will enjoy pros- 
perity because of this splendid elec- 
trical development. Victoria needs 
something of that kind. The city is 
not in a position to provide It, and 
will not be for years to come. Cer- 
tainly pending the life of the B. C. 
Electric franchise, which has yet thirty 
years to come, it would bo folly 
for the city of Victoria to think of 
establishing a system of municipal 
street-car lines,' and at any rate we 
need such lines boyond the boundaries 
of the city quite as much as extensions 
of the lines within the city, If not 
more. It seems to us, therefore, that 
it would be wisdom on the part of 
the City Council t.o endeavor to reach 
an agreement with the Tramway com- 
pany by which somothing can be se- 
cured here similar to what is assisting 
so much in the advancement of Van- 
couver and the points in the Fraaer 
Valloy above mentioned. We have 
no special plan in mind, and wish to 
be understood .only as desiring to 
direct public attention in a direction 
where good results are likely to bo 
attained. 

If we can supplement a campaign of 
publicity by a demonstration that the 
people of Victoria and Vancouver Is- 
land are alive to their own oppor- 
tunities and ate determined that they 
shall not remain unutilized; if Instead 
of sending out a Macedonian cry for 
people to come over and help us, we 
exhibit what. We have called a robust 
and active sentiment in favor of a 
policy of development; if we can say to 
people, when they come here because 
of our advertising, that we will short- 
ly have an abundance of power for 
use in factories, we will shortly have 
tramway lines through what may be- 
come a matchless orchard and that we 
will soon have railway lines extending 
to the north of tlie Island and elsewhere 
that business can be developed, and 
profitable investments can be made, 
we will find the results to be beyond 
our most extravagant imaginings. But 
to bring these tilings about we must 
do more than meet and pass general 
resolutions. We must determine upon 
specific lines of action and then sink- 
ing all differences of opinion, work 
shoulder to shoulder to accomplish 
them. 



THE LUMBER TRADE. 

The Royal Commission, appointed 
to inquire into the timber resources 
of "New South Wales, reports that tlie 
hardwood available for commercial 
purposes in that state will be ex- 
hausted, at the present rate of con- 
sumption, in thirty-six years, and the 
soft-wood s In twenty years. We as- 
sume it as highly probable that the 
rate of consumption will increase, so 
that the local supply Is likely to be 
exhausted sooner than ig estimated by 
the Commission. The most available 
source of supply for Australia, from 
which lumber for structural purposes 
can be drawn, is British Columbia. 
We may therefore assume that there 
will he an increasing trade in this 
commodity between the two countries. 

But this Is not the only indication 
that the future demand upon the Brit- 
ish Columbia forests wdll be very 
great. Everything points to an enor- 
mous sale for our wood, which lias so 
many things to recommend it to build- 
ers. We are not anticipating any- 
sudden expansion, although this will 
depend somewhat upon the action of 
the United States in regard to the 
duty; but we may anticipate wdth con- 
fidence a growing market, which will 
assume gigantic proportions. There 
will be fluctuations in the demand, of 
course, but on the whole there will be 
a very large increase. This possesses 
peculiar Interest to Vancouver Island, 
which of all timber-producing coun- 
tries In the world Is the best adapted 
to the carrying on of a foreign trade. 
As Mr. Sutton pointed out the other 
day, there is no part of this island 
more- tiian twenty miles from the sea; 
consequently the greater part of our 
magnificent forests are within easy 
reach of water transportation. We 
may therefore look forward with con- 
fidence to the erection of mills in many 
localities, some of them at the coast 
and others at Interior points, from 
which it will be more convenient to 
transport sawn lumber than logs. This 
Is one of the certainties of the near 
future. Doubtless the agricultural 
and mineral resources of Vancouver 
Island are very great, but the greatest 
potential source of wealth that is most 
clearly In sight, and the extent and 
value of which cannot bo called in 
question, Is our timber. 



THE BUSINESS OUTLOOK. 

There is an opinion throughout 
Canada, which is becoming stronger 
all the time, that the business outlook 
Is very good and that the prospects 
tor expansion tire very bright. This Is 
due to several causes. Among them 
are tlie reaction from the period of 
liquidation, the effect of the distribu- 
tion of tlie proceeds of a large 
crop, the continued Influx of im- 
migrant's of means, and an ex- 
ceptionally active period of railway 
construction. Tlie bank statements 
are very satisfactory and dealing with 
them tlie Montreal Witness says: 

Our bankers, too, have become 
more generous in the distribution of 
funds, and industries are therefore 
enabled to carry out much needed Im- 
provements and reforms, and they are 
now looking forward to future profit- 
able operations. The result of such 
a favorable situation will bo an ex- 
pansion of trade. The year 11109 Is 
not expected to produce a boom, but 
simply .a renawal of activities In all 
departments of trade and commerce. 
During the wed; several of our lead- 
ing hunks have Issued their annual 
statements, and l.n every Inst'anco the 
result of the year's operations has 
been one of big p.'ulits und satisfac- 



tion to the management and share- 
holders. Our banks, by reason of 
their proverbial conservatism, are re- 
garded, not only in Canada, but abroad 
as well, as model Institutions. The 
reports, as we have shown before, re- 
veal that the banks anticipated a 
period, of depression and made wise 
and careful provision against It. The 
wisdom has been fully appreciated. 
The precautions alluded to included 
holding ti somewhat larger amount 
than usual of tlie assets either in 
loans, securities or cash that could, 
when required, be Immediately real- 
ized upon. The object of this precau- 
tion on the part of the bankers was 
to enable the banks to meet at a mo- 
ment's notlco any or all calls made 
upon them. This, we are told, Involv- 
ed ti slight sacrifice of the earning 
powers of many of the banks for tho 
benellt of the general community. 

SASKATCHEWAN RAILWAYS. 

In connection with the prospect of 
the adoption of a railway policy in 
British Columbia the following sum- 
mary of the bill which the govern- 
ment of Saskatchewan lins introduc- 
ed Into the legislature of that pro- 
vince will be of Interest. It is taken 
from a telegram to the Toronto 
Globe: — 

The government brought down to- 
day a bill to aid railway development 
in the province. U provides for as- 
sistance to about 700 miles of branch 
lines of the Canadian Northern and 
G. T. 1'., under a guarantee of bonds 
to the extent of thirteen thousand 
dollars per mile. The lines referred 
to are as follows: 

(1) From a point on the western 
division of tlie U. T. P. In the vicinity 
of township 22, range six, west second 
meridian, to Vorkton, a distance of 
about forty miles. 

2) tin the western division of tlie 
G. T. P., between the 108th and 10'Jtb 
degrees of longitude, to Battleford, a 
distance of forty miles. 

(3) From the vicinity of township 
22, range six, on the western division 
of the G. T. P., to Regina, a distance 
of about 110 miles. This will give a 
direct Hue from Regina to Yorkton, 
via .Melville. 

Six lines of the Canadian Northern 
are to receive assistance, or about 500 
miles in all. They are as follows: 

(1) A line from Craven, running 
west of Last .Mountain Lake, to a 
point on the Prince Albert branch. 

(2) A line from between Aylesbury 
and Davidson, northwesterly and wes- 
terly, to a junction with the Goose 
Lake branch of the C. N. R., about a 
hundred miles. 

CO A line to Roche Percee coal 
fields, 25 miles. 

(■!) Maryfleld, westerly and north- 
westerly for 135 miles. 

(5) A line from Dalmony, on main 
line of the C. N. R., north and north- 
westerly for 40 miles 

(6) A line from North Battleford, 
northerly, for 10 miles.

There are to be no more pretty bar- 
maids in New Zealand, and no more 
private bars, and tho age limit for 
persons who may be supplied with 
liquors is to be raised from IS to 21. 
This is not the result of a movement 
by total abstinence people, but the 
conclusion reached by a meeting of 
tho Brewers' and Licensed Victuallers' 
Association.

Now that we know in an authorita- 
tive way that "the powers thnt be" 
are not In a position just now to aid 
in Victoria'." beautlflcatlon scheme, 
Aid. Turner should get busier than 
ever witli those street improvement 
plans of his. Very fortunately, Vic- 
toria is in the position of saying that 
schemes may come and schemes may 
go, hut like the river, she will, as the 
premier residential and tourist resort 
in Western Canada, "go on forever." 

We have a letter from Mr. A. C. 
Flumerfelt in which he makes an 
offer In regard to assistance to a 
publicity campaign, which will very 
properly attract a great deal of atten- 
tion. Mr. Flumerfelt is a man of 
broad views and much public spirit, 
and it was to be expected of him that 
he would take the lead in this matter. 
We assume that tlie Tourist Associa- 
tion will take his proposition Into 
very serious consideration. 

A movement for the improvement of 
Nnnaimo harbor has been initiated. 
It Is an excellent idea, and It Is to 
be discussed at a mass meeting to lie 
held in that city February 6th. Com- 
menting upon the matter the Free 
Press of the Coal City says: "There 
is a greater amount of pure British 
Columbia products shipped at Nanai- 
mo than at till other ports together." 
We would hardly have thought this 
could he the case. 




The assistance given by the gov- 
ernment Is, wo understand, In the form 
of a guarantee of bonds. The Cana- 
dian Northern claims that none of the 
provinces, which have guaranteed its 
bonds, have ever been called upon to 
pay a dollar. This Is a line record. 

There ought to be a largo gathering 
at the Canadian Club luncheon today. 
Mr. D. D. Maun Is better known as a 
doer of things than as a talker, and as 
he has consented to address the club, 
it may be taken for granted that he 
will have sonic interesting things to 
say. 

We trust that the. City Council wdll 
give favorable consideration to tlie 
request of the Ladies' Guild of tlie 
Seamen's Institute for a grant of 
money towards the maintenance of 
the New Home. Tlie organization is 
.ono which Is doing splendid work, and 
it ought to be encouraged In every 
possible way. 

The proposed anti-Japanese legisla- 
tion In California litis been tho subject 
of a protest on tho part of tho Mika- 
do's government, and If the measures 
puss an embarrassing situation will bo 
created. Unlike the Dominion, the 
United States litis no central author- 
ity which can prevent state legisla- 
tion calculated to conflict with tlie 
foreign policy of the nation. 



An Ottawa despatch alleges as a 
reason for the resignation of Mr. F. 
W. Morse, vice-president and general 
manuger of the Grand Trunk Pacific 
Railway Company, that his relations 
with the government were not friend- 
ly. No one connected with the railway 
company is willing to discuss the 
matter, the only public Interest in 
which arises out of the prominence 
of the position and Mr. Morse's asso- 
ciation with the Inception of a great 
transcontinental railway.

A young married 
couple rented !• (lat in an apartment 
house, one of the rules of which was 
that no children were allowed on the 
premises. In the course of time tlie 
•young couple rejoiced in tho posses- 
sion of a son and heir, whereupon tlie 
landlord brought all action for dam- 
ages, but tin- judge declared that the 
happy papa and mamma had been 
guilty neither ol" a breach of contract 
nor of a crime, and so he dismissed 
the case. 



If any one had been In doubt as to 
the Interest taken In Victoria In the 
Longboat-Shrubb race, scheduled for 
yesterday, he should have sat In tho 
Colonist newsroom yesterday and 
listened to the queries oyer the tele- 
phone as to the result.

| In tho Now Yorls Engineering Tto- 
aord ''appears, the following interest- 
ing reference to the report of the fin- 
ance commission of Boston, which is 
Investigating the gross waste and ex- 
travagance in Its miuncipally owned 
and operated departments: 

' This report shows that even where 
civic standards are as high as at Hus- 
ton, the blight of polities lays a heavy 
burden on taxpayers. Little satisfac- 
tion can be derived from this docu- 
ment by the advocates of municipal 
ownershrip, although the technical 
stuff of Uoston lias long and justly 
had an excellent reputation for ability 
and zeal. The situation is precisely 
that existing in many cities. This 
work has been done and the resulta 
of It are instructive as an example of 
municipal ownership. The funda- 
mental cause of the waste of money In 
this department is reported to have | 
been the employment of many more I 
men than were needed. The number 
employed in 1S9S was actually about 
200 greater than in 1895, although the 
work of the department was very much 
less. About 50 per cent, more men 
were employed to do about 15 per 
cent, less work. The efficiency of the 
day-labor force had diminished so by 
190S that the amount of work done 
per man per hour had shrunk by 50 
per cent. In the matter of employees 
receiving high salaries, the ease had 
been still morn significant of political 
control, according to the finance com- 
mission. Although there were two as- 
sistant commissioners in 190^, who 
had practically nothing to do, a third 
.•was added in 190G at a salary of 53,000, 
and the position of secretary and chief 
clerk, with a similar salary, was di- 
vided into two offices, with salaries ag- 
gregating $5,500, in order to make a 
new place for a political favorite at 
S2.S00. The office force of the distri- 
bution division consisted ot a chle! 
clerk ancf eighteen assistants, bat the 
work could have been done by half 
that number. Two of the three as- 
sistant superintendents were unneces- 
sary and a large force of useless in- 
spectors was employed. "These are 
tho results of conducting a great de- 
partment of the public service' with 
the purpose of getting votes instead of 
a fair day's work for a fair day's 
-wage," according to the commission- 
er's report. 

Earl Grey, speaking before the 
Canadian Club at Halifax in August, 
1907, ■ said, apropos of the announce- 
ment that the Chronicle Publishing 
Co. has in the press a completed edi- 
tion. of the speeches and public letters 
of Joseph Howe:

I do not under- 
stand how it is that a province so 
proud of its possession of Joseph 
Howe, as Nova Scotia has every rea- 
son to be, has not taken the necessarv 
steps- to have thrs influence felt In 
every portion of tho empire. If Joseph 
Howe is unknown In England, and in 
other parts of Greater Britain, Nova 
Scotia and Canada have only them- 
selves to blame. I owe my introduc- 
tion to the volumes containing Howe's 
writings to the fact that they had 
been placed in my bedroom at Gov- 
ernment House by my greatly esteem- 
ed friend, Hon. Mr. Jones, your loved 
and lamented late Lieutenant-Gover- 
nor."

The latest development In Chinese 
politics is tin the opinion of the Morn- 
ing Post) somewhat disturbing. By 
removing Yuan-Shl-Kal from ollico 
the Regent has deprived of power the 
most prominent Chinese statesman, 
the foremost and hitherto the most In- 
fluential ot the enlightened and vig- 
orous officials who are working for 
the reconstruction and development of 
the empire. This step is not a good 
omen for tho future of tho now re- 
gime. Well-wishers of China cannot 
but regard It witli regret and anxiety, 
not only because of the unfortunate 
effects which it may produce, but also 
because of the evidence it affords as 
to the spirit and purpose animating 
the new Chinese Government. Ap- 
parently, so far as international 
treaties and agreements are effective, 
the Independence and integrity of the 
Chinese Empire are secured for a 
number of years. It rests with the 
Chinese nation to see that lull ad- 
vantage Is taken of this breathing 
space But there arc powerful inter- 
ests and influences opposed to the 
changes which the work of reform 
would naturally Involve, and If the 
statesman best fitted to guide the em- 
pire's progress is thrust aside by the 
jealousies of the ruling caste the 
chances of orderly and progressive ad- 
vance must be seriously diminished. 

A sensation was caused in Buchar- 
est, says tlie Vienna correspondent of 
the Daily Express, by the interment 
of Princess Anna Ghlka yeslerduy in 
a lunatic asylum. It is known that 
an insane passion lor King Charles 
has forced the family to lake this 
step. The Princess, who is twenty- 
eight years of age and beautiful, and 
the greatest heiress in Roumania, 
cherished a violent affection for Hie 
aged King, and has persecuted hnn 
witli love-letters, and even verbal pro- 
fessions of her passion when she 
gained admission to his presence. The 
King has been soriousiv ill Intel;.-, lint 
the Princess visited the palace on dif- 
ferent excuses in her anxiety to see 
him. Since then she has been under 
restraint.

BILL TO LICENSE 

CLUBS PRESENTED 



Attorney-General Introduces a 
Measure to Permit Clubs 
to Sell Liquor 



A bill that had for its purpose tho 
licensing of clubs to sell Intoxicating 
liquor was introduced in the legisla- 
ture yesterday by Attorney-General 
Bowser. 

The bill as drafted provides that 
"club licenses" may be issued by the 
superintendent of provincial police to 
any society, association or club, which 
is not by lis charter of Incorporation, 
or otherwise, prohibited from selling 
liquor to the members thereof, upon 
payment of a fee of one hundred dol- 
lars. Such license shall remain in 
force until the thirty-first day of De- 
cember then next ensuing, and shall 
authorize the sale of liquor by the so- 
ciety, association or club, its officers 
or servants, to any member of said 
society, association or club, or to any 
person bona lide entitled to the privi- 
leges thereof. The provisions of tho 
Liquor License act, 1900, and of the 
Liquor Traffic Regulation act, not ex- 
pressly applicable to such societies, as- 
sociations or clubs, shall not apply 
thereto. 

Among the provisions of the pro- 
posed bill are the following: 

"No license shall be granted under 
this act to any society, association or 
club which is prohibited by any act, 
or by its charter of Incorporation, or 
otherwise, from selling or supplying 
liquor to the members thereof, nor 
shall any such license be granted to 
any society, association or club form- 
ed or incorporated under the Benevo- 
lent Societies act. 

"The superintendent of provincial 
police, or any person authorised by 
him In writing so to do, may at any 
time enter upon and Inspect tho pre- 
mises and books of any society, asso- 
ciation or club licensed under the pro- 
visions of this act. 

"The attorney-general may at any 
time cancel any license Issued under 
the provisions of this act when it is 
made to appear to him that the society, 
association or club, or its members, 
officers or servants have violated any 
provision of this act, or that the socie- 
ty, association or club Is not being 
conducted in a proper manner. 

"Any Incorporated society, associa- 
tion or club, and any officer or servant 
thereof, and any member of an unin- 
corporated society, association or club, 
and any officer or servant thereof, who 
sells or supplies liquor on the premises 
of the society, association or club con- 
trary to the provisions of this act shall 
be liable upon summary conviction be- 
fore a stipendiary magistrate, police 
magistrate or justice of the pence to 
a penalty not exceeding one hundred 
dollars and costs, and In default of 
payment In case of conviction of a 
natural person to imprisonment for a 
term not exceeding three months. 

"This act shall apply to the wholo 
of the province."

HERE AND THERE 

There arc many people who think, 
or at least act as If they thought, 
that sleeping Is a waste of time. 
Work or pleasure Is allowed to occupy 
the night as well us the day. They 
sleep when and for as long a period 
as they choose but In the end too of- 
ten lind that the sleep which they 
nave so often chased away refuses to 
come at their bidding. Many cases of 
insomnia might be traced to such a 
disregard of regular hours of sleep. 

W. T. Stead, of the Review of Re- 
views, has been asking a number of 
noted people how many hours' sleep 
they take. Must of the hundred nlen 
and women who have answered Ida 
questions have spent their lives In 
severe intellectual labor. Some have 
reached a vigorous old age. While the 
number of hours required vary it Is 
shown that those who would be lit 
for their work need not less than be- 
tween six and seven hours of sleep, 
while many require more. 

Sir Robert Ball, W. L. Courtney, C. 
B. Fry, Edmund Uusse, Benjamin 
Kidd, Sidney Lee, Sir Oliver Lodge, 
Dr. Robertson Nlcoll, and about a doz- 
en other distinguished men agree that 
they need eight hours' sleep. Even 
Mr. Bernard Shaw confesses that he 
needs seven or eight hours of sound 
slumber. Actors, among whom are 
Ellen Terry, and (.;. R, Sims, profess 
to be able to live with only four hours' 
sleep. There are many win, testify 
to the benetlts of an afternoon nap. 
An editor snatches repose In the 
House of Commons. The majority of 
those Interrogated say that they re- 
tire between eleven and twelve o'clock. 
Philanthropists go to bed about ten 
o'clock. Perhaps thai Is why their 
hearts are warm and their nerves un- 
der control or may be that other 
folk's troubles do not sit as heavy on 
our shoulders as our own. Statesmen 
sit up late. .Mr. Haldnne does not re- 
tire till three In the morning. 

It would seem that few of the 
writers have not at some time suffered 
from insomnia and each has a differ- 
ent euro to propose. All agree In 
avoiding the use of drugs. 

Sir Frederick Treves, the celebrated 
doctor, remarks that Insomnia is due 
to so many causes that it Is impossible 
to name a remedy that will suit in all 
cases; but he thinks that the best 
preventive is a simple diet, fresh air 
at night, and outdoor exercise in the 
day time. 

The impression left after reading- 
the article is that the majority of peo- 
ple who wish to be well in either body 
or mind must have plenty of sleep 
and that the amount needed by dif- 
ferent people does not vary * verv 
greatly notwithstanding the testimony 
ol the actors. 

The children of Halifax are to he 
envied. Enquiry on the part of the 
Women's Council showed that out of 
twenty-five schools In that city only 
two had 110 school library. One of 
these was an Acadian school situated 
In a very poor district. The ladies 
immediately went to work and pre- 
sented the children witli 7S prettily 
bound volumes selected expressly with 
a view to interest these Acadian boys 
and girls. The Council of London, 
Ontario, is also taking an interest In 
school libraries. The Toronto Local 
Council lias formed a Woman's Work 
Bureau which has already supplied 
employment to one hundred and sev- 
enty women during the winter. 

An agitation is going on in Aus- 
tralia against the slaughter of wild 
birds, especially ospreys, in order to 
obtain their plumage. 

I'll- Montreal Star has an article 
on "Fighting Tuberculosis" that is 
well worthy the attention of every 
Canadian. The writer declares that 
private philanthropy | H utterly unable 
to cope with the task of stamping out 
consumption. There are about twen- 
ty-live thousand cases of this disease 
In Canada and there Is only accommo- 
dation In tlie sanatoria for some three 
hundred patients. 

The necessity for prompt and ef- 
fective action Is Insisted upon and as 
the danger is a national one the na- 
tion should provide against it. To 
give the Federal Government power to 
deal with tuberculosis would, it is 
granted, require an amendment of 
the constitution as the British North 
America Act places the management, 
and maintenance of hospitals in the 
hands of the provincial governments. 
The constitution, however, can he 
amended and it is contended that the 
danger Is sufficient to warrant so 
grave a step. If that were clone ami 
if a Minister of Public Health were 
appointed who was given ample power 
and sufficient meuns to do everything 
possible for tin: cure and treatment 
of consumptives it is possible that 
the disease may be stamped out alto- 
gether. "All that is needed," says the 
Star, "is systematic segregation, rigid 
legislation against habits which spread 
contagion, plenty of sanatoria lor the 
care' of the sick, and free and compul- 
sory treatment for a ll who cannot af- 
ford to pay the moderate charges 
which the government Institutions 
should he permitted to demand." Those 
who have spent their lives on this side 
of the Rocky Mountains or have lived 
acre for many years have little idea 
of the prevalence of tuberculosis in 
tlie older parts of Canada. From a 
variety of causes those who have 
hitherto resided in this province have 
to a large extent been Immune from 
this disease. Among the reasons why 
consumption Is not prevalent in this 
province, the mild climate, the balsam 
laden air, and the comparative com- 
fort In which those who, like most 
pioneers) have brought to the coun- 
try strong constitutions, have lived, 
may be reckoned. With Increased 
means of communication and u larger 
population the danger of tlie spread of 
tuberculosis Increases. British Col- 
umbia has, however, an advantage in 
having commenced the light against 
tills disease early. Whatever may he 
done in the future by tlie Federal 



Government there is no doubt that 
within the province Itself no effort 
should be spared to prevent the spread 
of the disease. Although the govern- 
ment and philanthropic societies may 
and ought to do much it is In the 
homes of the people that i'the most 
effective work is to be done. If every 
member jf every h ousohold realized 
the danger of contagion and were 
taught how to avoid it much would 
he accomplished in the cure and pre- 
vention of the spread of tuberculr sis. 
This knowledge, so far from giving 
rise to cruel and senseless panic, 
would enable us to treat members of 
our families afflicted with this disease 
wisely as well as kindly. 

In our own city, provision should be 
made for those hopeless eases which 
may he found here. If these cannot 
j be snfely cared for in their own homes 
there should lie comfortable buildings 
■jti 'which they can he attended to. 
This Is as necessary for the protec- 
tion of the citizens as It is in ac- 
cordance with the dictates of human- 
ity. With a provincial sanatorium 
large enough to treat all cases In 
which there Is hope of cure, with pro- 
vision made In .-very city and town 
for the treatment of hopeless cases 
where these cannot be fitly treated at 
home and with tlie spread of the 
knowledge of tlie laws of health es- 
pecially in regard to the treatment of 
tuberculosis, British Columbia may 
feel prepared to await without anxiety 
tin time when the Federal Qovern- 
n ent will take upon itself the work 
of waging war against this disease. 



Toast Water. 

Cut stale bread in one half inch 
slices. Remove the crusts. Put in 
shallow pan and rebafce in a slow 
oven until brown and crisp. Break 
them In small pieces; add one cup of 
boiling water and let stand an hour. 
Press through a piece- of cheese cloth, 
and season with salt. Water may he 
sweetened and flavored with a few 
grains of nutmeg. Serve hot or cold. 

Imperial Sticks. 

Prepare stale bread as for duchess 
crusts; spread with butter and sprin- 
kle with grated cheese seasoned with 
salt and cayenne and brown delicate- 
ly in the oven. Stamp out rings of 
stale bread, using .small cutters; brush 
them over with butter; brown them In 
the oven, and slip three Imperial 
sticks through each ring. Dispose 
them on a plate covered with lace 
paper doily. Serve with soup.

Time for Change. 
When an official of a. club feels in- 
clined to express himself so forcibly it 
must be concluded that there Is some- 
thing wrong somewhere. Victorians 
are anxious to see that McKechnie. cup 
come to Victoria this season. Tho 
time; they consider, la ripe ■ for a 
change. The local team is strong. Its 
forwards are the fastest and heaviest 
in the province. Tho three-Quarter 
division, individually, is as capable as 
any in tho northwest. They but want 
practice to attain perfection in com- 
bination. Frankly that passing Is by 
no means what It should bo as yet. 
As a matter of fact the last time tho 
team played it was deplorably lacking. 
Will it be any better on Saturday? If 
the attendance at recent practices is 
any criterion there is no hope for 
marked Improvement. Then what ia 
tho matter? With the material avail- 
able to assemble the best all round 
fifteen in the province, why' should it 
not be done? It looks as Slough Vic- 
toria runs a chance of losmg the Me- 
Kechnle cup again, just through that 
aggravating want of spirit, of com- 
bined interest, of forethought, that has 
wrought her downfall, athletically, so 
often .in the past. The question arises 
whether the officials backed by the 
playing members of the club are going 
to permit this to happen again. Cer- 
tainly it is to be hoped not, for should 
such prove to be the case, they will 
not be able to present themselves to 
the long-suffering public again in the 
guise of a rugby association — so 
called. 

No Qualification. 
This goes without qualification. But 
it should be explained that local 
sportsmen would not feel any more 
than naturally distressed were Victoria 
to fail in tho struggle were it thought 
that those wearing the colors of their 
home community were putting up n 
fair square and earnest fight. But the 



fact that there was but a handful of 
plnyera out to practice on Saturday 
and among them none of the selection 
committee, in conjunction with simi- 
lar occurrences Just previous, con- 
clusively indicates that the players 
won't be in proper shape on Saturday 
unless there is an Immediate change. 
And ten to one even now, it may ho 
too late.

Captain's Wife Had Premon- 
ition of Impending Death 
Before Mast Fell 



HOW RESCUE WAS DONE 



Leebro Brought Effects and 
Trinkets of Victims From 
the Wreck 



MARINE INTELLIGENCE 



The tragic incidents of the loss of 
the four-masted schooner Soquel as 
told by the rescuers who returned with 
the steamer Leebro, dipt. James 
Hunter, are replete with horror. The 
victims were asleep when the schooner 
(struck, first on an outlying reel' which 
she bumped over, only to be driven 
up and impaled on the outermost of 
the three rocks which form the Sea- 
bird islets off Pachena Bay with seas 
breaking heavily over her stern. 
Awakened by the shock of the tlrst 
bump Mrs. Henningsen dressed hur- 
riedly. Capt. Henningsen ran below 
and told his loved ones to remain there 
until lie ascertained the extent of the 
damage. Too nervous to content her- 
. self below Mrs. Henningsen wrapped 
a blanket about her three-year-old 
girl and came on deck, where Capt 
Henningsen at once cleared away a 
lifeboat and assisted her into it. He 
took the child and held it In Ills arms 
while the pounding of the seas and 
whistling of the wind through the 
cordage accompanied by the sharp re- 
ports as the sails snapped drowned 
the voices of those who shouted all 
manner of commands as they ran 
about the decks. Then the mlzen and 
jigger masts snapped and came down 
with a crash. The big spar fell on the 
head of the little girl, knocking her 
lifeless from her father's arms, while 
he was knocked down to the deck with 
a badly bruised back. As he scrambled 
to his feet lie saw the end of the big 
spar fall across the lifeboat, striking 
his wife. He ran to her, just in time 
to see her expire. She had a premoni- 
tion of death. When she was lifted 
Into the lifeboat she shrank back as 
a big comber broke against the 
schooner's side. The comber conveyed 
a sense of Impending doom to her, and 
she exclaimed: 

"This is death; kiss me, Carl." 

He did. A moment later the spar 
came down as the wreck careened, 
wrecking the lifeboat, and killing both 
mother and child. The little girl's 
skull was crashed. When the captain 
recovered ho stood wringing his 
hands, groaning, seemingly hardly 
conscious of his sudden bereavement. 
Crew Helpless. 

The bulk of the crow were helpless. 
Any commands that were given, If 
heard, were not obeyed. The sails had 
been reefed and soon after the first 
bump those on, all but the foremast, 
were let clown, while that on the fore- 
mast was blown away. Soon the 
captain's gig was lowered and in this 
Mate Swanson and live men made 
their way to the rock, between which 
and the wreck the water dried at low 
tide. It was live of these who were 
rescued with great difficulty by the 
boats' crews from the Tees and Leebro 
on Saturday, the Leebro's boat being 
swamped three times. The Itfesavers, 
who were equipped with their cork 
waistcoats, had no difficulty in re- 
covering their places In the boat, 
which "was fastened to that of the 
Tees with a line, while the sailors of 
the Tees steadied the other boat down 
to within about twenty yards of the 
rock. From this distance a heaving 
line was thrown to the rock with a 
lifebuoy. 

The method of rescue was for the 
shipwrecked snilor to fasten the life- 
buoy about him, and then run from 
the edge of the rock, following the 
outward roll of the surf into which he 
plunged while tin; llfesavers hauled 
him hand over hand to the boat. Each 
man was taken to the Tees boat. There 
was much difficulty In keeping the 
boat, from being broken against the 
rock, it being badly chafed as It was. 
A Trying Night. 

The first night was a trying one. 
Several times some of the seamen 
endeavored to lower a boat, only to bo 
dissuaded by Capt. Henningsen, who 
told them that tills meant sure death. 
To escape the force of the waves 
which broke over the vessel, seeming 
as if they would break her every mo- 
ment, John Herman and another 
sailor climbed the spinnaker boom, but 
it came down and Herman's leg was 
broken. 

These who remained on board 
watched the coming of the steamer 
Leebro, which caino out at 10 a.m. 
from Banfleld, Capt. Hunter proceed- 
ing immediately after being notified of 
the wreck. The sea, running strong 
from the southwest, breaking over the 
wreck, was too strong to permit of any 
attempt being made until 4 p.m., when, 
with the assistance of the Tees which 
came up at 1.30 p.m. from Victoria, 
the live were taken from the rock. 
Mate Swanson remaining to aid those 
who watched the rescue of their com- 
rades from on board the wreck. They 
saw darkness coming on, and saw the 
steamers leave with their comrades, 
leaving Swanson alone on the rock — 
a patch about the size of Berens Island. 
Then the Manning came and threw a 
bright pencil of light on them from 
its searchlight. In the night when 
the tldo ran out they took advantage 
of the opportunity to reach the rock, 
carrying food, the well assisting the

injured. With daybreak the weather 
moderated considerably, and the work 
of the rescue steamers which had re- 
turned from Banfleld was loss diffi- 
cult. All were taken off and trans- 
ferred to the Manning. Then the Lee- 
bro proceeded to Cloose to get the 
surfboat for the Banfleld lifeboat crew, 
while the Tecs proceeded on her voy- 
age. 

Rocovered Bodies, 

The Wyadda llfeoat crew brought 
by the Manning went on board and 
recovered the bodies of the captain's 
wife and child. The surfboat's crew 
effected a landing on the ledge from 
where, by wading and swimming, four 
men made their way to the wreck. 
When the bodies were taken off the 
Manning proceeded to Port Townsend, 
where the survivors were sent to the 
hospital for medical treatment. The 
bodies will be sent to Oakland to bo 
cremated. During the voyage north 
Mrs. Henningsen made that request in 
case of her death. 

On Monday morning the llfesavers 
■ went on board the wreck again and 
got off the captain's papers, the log, 
sextant, chronometer and compass 
and the jewelry of the captain's wife, 
.including a gold watch with her mono- 
gram engraved on It, a pearl brooch 
and rings, including a little ring which 
had belonged to the little girl. All the 
effects of the captain that could bo 
recovered, including his master's cer- 
tificate, were placed In a bag which 
was turned over to the United States 
consul by Capt. Hunter, of the Leebro. 

A report given by the Manning's 
crew at Port Townsend that a largo 
gasoline launch was cruising about 
with seeming intent to loot the wreck 
is totally untrue. The Leebro crew and 
tho llfesavers continued their efforts 
to recover any of value for the ship- 
wrecked men until long after the 
Manning had left. 

It is interesting to note that tho 
Manning was informed of the wreck 
by the wireless operator at Victoria 
when about to proceed to Ladysnilth 
for coal. 

The survivors of the wreck are: 
Capt. Charles Henningsen, C. E. Sven- 
son, mate; P. Henningsen, second 
mate; A. Huase, carpenter: C. Hanson, 
cook; J. Wakanlshl, cabin boy; J. Her- 
man. C. Antonsen, Charles Anderson, 
N. Peter Jon, J. Simonsen, Evnr John- 
son. 

Herman lias a broken leg and An- 
tonsen a badly crushed foot. Both are 
receiving attention at Port Townsend. 
They all lost all their effects other than 
the clothes they stood in.

Cove on Northern Island

The British ship Elwell, which left 
Keelung, Formosa, for Victoria, for 
orders in November, put back to Tal- 
peh In Formosa early In December, 
In distress. The Elwell had her sails 
blown away in a heavy gale and put 
back to refit. The Elwell took a cargo 
of lumber from Eagle Tarbor, Pugot 
Sound, to Keelung for the Japanese 
government, which Is establishing a 
naval base at the southern end of 
Formosa, and was returning, bound to 
Victoria in ballast when her sails were 
blown away. 

The British ship Puritan is about 
duo from Boston with a cargo of tar. 
The Puritan is now 131 days out. Sho 
is considered a fast sailer. When in 
command of Capt. F. W. Amesbury, 
of the Victoria and Vancouver Steve- 
doring company, the Puritan made a 
run from Glasgow to Victoria In 107 
days. Other sailing vessels on the way 
hero include the Norwegian bark Eu- 
phrosyne, which took a lumber cargo 
from Hastings mills to Callao, and Is 
bound north for another cargo, and 
the French bark Champlgny, which Is 
coming from Hobart to load lumber 
for New Caledonia. 



After drifting derelict for many 
months In tho North Pacific unreport- 
ed the wreck of the schooner Great 
Admiral, which was abandoned near 
the entrance to the Straits two years 
ago, is reported to have drifted into 
a cove on the west coast of Queen 
Charlotte Islands where It was recent- 
ly found by Indians. The report which 
has reached a local shipping man In 
a letter from the northern Islands 
states that Indians have come in from 
the west coast with news of finding 
the long since abandoned wreck of the 
Great Admiral, a broken hulk with 
part of her lumber cargo still on 
board, in a cove whither the currents 
drifted her on the west coast of 
Queen Charlotte Islands. The Great 
Admiral was outbound witli a cargo 
of lumber from Puget Sound when sho 
ran Into the heavy gales which buf- 
fctted tlie barkentine Coioma into a 
total loss off the entrance to the 
Straits, and the crew huddled on the 
poop of the wrecked Great Admiral 
were taken off by Hie British ship 
Barcore, for which services the cap- 
tain received a gold watch from the 
United States Government. The Pur- 
ee re landed them at San Francisco. 
The crew of the Colomu were taken off 
by the Quadra after Mrs. Paterson 
made a heroic, journey to Banfleld to 
give the news of their predicament. 
The wreck of the Coioma drove ashore 
on Vargas Island at the mouth of 
Clnyoquot Sound, and the wreck of 
the Greijt Admiral was never reported. 
It was believed she foundered until 
the news came that the derelict, after 
her long drift about the North Pacific 
had been finally set Into a cove on the 
west coast of the Queen Charlotte 
Islands. Prospectors and others who 
have visited the wesi. coast of the 
northern Islands have from time to 
time reported that large quantities of 
wreckage were to bo seen there, and 
some miners who were recently pro- 
specting near Rcnnel Sound made 
their home in the cabin of some wreck 
which had been thrown on the beach. 
The trend of current is such that 
vessels lost off the United States 
const, as was the Great Admiral, are 
carried northward and washed 
against the west coast of Vancouver 
island or the Queen Charlotte Islands. 
After the steamer Valla Walla went 
down following her collision with the 
French ship Max off Cape Mendocino 
oars and other flotsam identified as 
from the lost Pacific coast steamer 
were found on tho Queen Charlotte 
Islands. The Great Admiral, whose 
remains have been reported after 
such a long- lupse of time time, was a 
wooden ship of 1,576 tons. 



REMAINS OF LIFEBOAT 

BROUGHT TO VICTORIA 

Leebro Brought What is Left of the 
Motor Lifeboat Built in New 
Jersey 



The wreck of the Banfleld motor 
lifeboat, little more than half of the 
original craft, with one side battered 
away completely, was landed on the 
Hudson's wharf yesterday morning by 
the steamer Leebro, which was sent 
to bring back the salvage .if the dis- 
aster to the craft for which the Ot- 
tawa government paid $15,000 to 
United States builders at Bayonne, 
New Jersey, a year ago. On the an- 
niversary of her arrival at the Ban- 
field Creek station the lifeboat was 
left with an anchor thrown down in 
front of the life saving station and 
drifted away during the night, being 
found later on Robbers island, across 
the eastern channel of Barkley 
Sound by Capt. Glllen and his crew 
who were taken there by the Victoria 
motor launch Winona. The salvors 
took out the engines and as many of 
the fittings as they could reach and 
recovered what was left of the boat. 
All one side, the starboard side, has 
been battered away and tho expensive 
: lifeboat, which never saw service, is 
a delapitated hopelessly-looking 
wreck. The damage is so extensive 
that one of those who watched the 
broken remnant being landed from the 
Leebro stated that it reminded him 
of the man who wanted his hoots re- 
paired and was Informed that new 
soles and new uppers were needed, 
but the laces were still good. 

It is not known whether an in- 
vestigation concerning the loss of 
the lifeboat will bo held. So far none 
has been ordered. 



OSAKA SHOSEN LIME 

CHARTER STRATHEARN 



British Steamer Will Bo Used to In- 
augurate Line Until Vessels 
Are Ready 



The British ship Marlon Ingles, 
which has been disengaged for four 
months, has been chartered to load 
lumber at Tacoma or Bclllngham for 
the west coast of South America, 

Capt. H. O.' Jones, overlooker for 
William Thomas, Sons ' and Co., who 
has been here for some time, Is at Van- 
coover looking after the Rowena and 
Boadlcea, of bin lino. 



Owing to the Osaga Shosen Kalsha 
being unable to complete more than 
one or two of the new steamers be- 
ing built by the Japanese line for the 
transpacific steamship service in con- 
nection with the Chicago, Milwaukee 
and St. Paul railroad for next Juno 
when It lias been arranged to Inaugu- 
rate the service the .Japanese steam- 
ship company has entered Into a 
contract with Messrs Barrel & Co., of 
Glasgow for the charter of the steamer 
Strathearn, one of tho new Strath 
steamers built on the Clyde In 1905. 

The Oska Shosen Kalsha at a gen- 
eral meeting held at the Japanese 
port on December 20th, decided on 
tho names to be given its six steam- 
ers, one of which will be called after 
the Dominion of Canada. The names 
were decided Upon as follows: Tacoma 
Maru, Chicago Maru, Panama Mam, 
Suez Maru, Mexico Maru, and Can- 
ada Maru. The launch of the Tacoma 
Maru tho first of the Hoot to take 
the water, took place on January 8th 
at the Kawasaki dockyard, at Kobe, 
and It Is probable that the second 
steamer, the Chicago Maru, will be. 
launched In April next, the last of 
the six, the Canada Maru,' entering 
tho water early In 1910. Owing to 
the delay the Kalsha will not have; 
more than one or two steamers ready 
for tho opening of the service to 
Tacoma, which Is arranged for June 
of next year. Consequently arrange- 



ments have been enterod into for. tho 
/■lmrtnr of the Strathearn on time 
charter. This steamer has visited 
Victoria, having called here with ni- 
trate fr.orn tho west coast of South 
America. Sho Is a steamer of 9,200 
tons and has a sea speed of 12 knots. 
Her coal consumption is very low, but 
25 tons, a day, and she will rank high 
among the transpaclllc steacers as far 
as economy of operation Is concerned. 
It was for this reason that the Jap- 
uneso company decided to charter tho 
steamer which cannot receive a sub- 
sidy. Advices from Osaka state that 
with a view to estimating tho pos- 
sibility of earning a profit without a 
subsidy by economy of working tho 
Kalsha will place ail expert on board 
the Strathearn to closely Investigate 
the result achieved In regard to econo- 
my. Because of the failure of the 
Japanese company to name one of Its 
steamers after that port, while nam- 
ing one after Tacoma, there is in- 
dignation in the former and elation 
in the latter city. Because the com- 
pany did not see fit to namo one 
Seattle Maru, that city is up In arms 
and has taken the matter up with 
H. R. Williams, president of tho 
Chicago, Milwaukee &. St. Paul rail- 
road In Washington, asking him to 
use Ills influence In naming one of the 
liners Seattle Maru. Commenting on 
the naming of tho new steamers a 
Seattle paper saj'3: "The Oska Shosen 
Kalsha, which will operate a line of 
vessels between Seattle and the Orient 
after tho completion of the Chicago, 
Milwaukee & Puget Sound railroad 
Intentionally or otherwise, has Ignored 
Seattle In naming its steamships and 
the matter has been culled to the 
attention of the President, II. R. Wil- 
liams, of the Milwaukee road, and he 
has promised to take the matter up 
with tho Bteainshlp company and to 
make an effort to have at least one of 
the new vessels named after Seattle. 
A clipping from the New York Jour- 
nal of Commerce first brought the at- 
tention or Seattle Chamber of Com- 
merce officers to the fact that the 
Japanese steamship company was 
naming its new vessels after Tacoma, 
Chicago, and other cities and Ignoring 
Seattle, which will be the home port 
of the new line." 



CAPT. HENNINGSEN 

IN PREVIOUS WRECK 



Was Master of tho Barkentine Uncle 
John Which Was Lost on tho 
West Coast 



Capt. Henningsen, who lost his 
ship, wife and child In the disaster 
to the Soquel, was wrecked once be- 
fore on the west coast of Vancouver 
island not many miles from the 
scene of the disaster. He was In 
command of the barkentine Uncle 
John when she drove ashore near 
Cloose close to where the Vesta and 
Puritan went ashore on October 8, 
1899. On that occasion Capt. Hen- 
ningsen last his ship, his chrono- 
meter, clothing and valuables, and In 
the loss of the Soquel he lost all that 
he held dearest, his wife and child 
together with his ship. The Uncle 
John was bound from Honolulu to 
Puget Sound and was thirteen days 
out when Capt. Henningsen sighted 
Cape Beale, and two days afterward 
the vessel was driven ashore. Capt. 
Henningsen dropped his anchor, but 
it did not hold and the barkentine 
was lifted up among/the trees. Some 
of the r sails were afterward recovered, 
but the wreck stood for years In the 
trees near Clooose. 



FARES ADVANCE AGAIN 

ON SEATTLE ROUTE 



Former Rates Will Again Apply on 
Princess Steamers After 
Today 



The fares on the steamers Princess 
Royal and Princess Victoria will be 
advanced again tomorrow in conse- 
quence of the return to the Victoria- 
Seattle route by the opposition com- 
pany of the inferior steamer Whatcom 
in the place of the Chippewa. The 
fare will he placed at $2 single, $3.50 
return as formerly, the C.P.R. main- 
taining that the great difference in 
the steamships used and accommoda- 
tion provided justifies the advance, 
and that passengers would rather pay 
the regular tares to travel by till, 
princess steamers than lake advan- 
tage of the cut rates on such a 
steamer as the Whatcom.

Unless all signs fail, housekeepers 
will be called upon to pay a still 
higher figure for eggs, than the pre- 
sent high price. Recently when the 
value of the hen product allowed signs 
of declining tho cold snap sent prices 
up aguln to GO cents a dozen and 
now that the winter weather is over 
and thero seemed a prospect of lower 
prices something else has happened 
to not only maintain the present high 
lovel but to give a further upward 
trend to values. The supply of east- 
ern eggs has completely lulled. Where 
heretofore the Imported variety was 
In good supply und of good quality 
shipment have ceased owing to tho 
supply in the east being Insufficient 
for the demand there and as conse- 
quence the market must depend wholly 
on local article, the supply of which 
Is far from satisfying the demand. In 
fact the market is demoralized and 
dealers look for a still further advance 
in the immediate future. 

A further increase in the price of 
potatoes Is also predicted. The pits 
are being opened by the growers and 
everywhere is seen the injurious ef- 
fect of the recent cold snap. In 
the majority of cases the potatoes have 
been severely frost bitten and ruined. 
The high prices prevailing last week 
are .still being charged but with the 
threatened shortage In the supply of 
the tubers prices will go still higher. 
At present potatoes aro retailing at 
$1.50 per sack, and wholesale prices 
are $30 for the Ashcroft and $25 for 
the local product. 

Apples have also been advanced in 
price. Receipts are limited and the 
fruit now offering is retailing al from 
$1.50 to $".00 per box. Oranges, too, 
are higher. Owing to the ilootla and 
washouts In California which have 
tied up the railways, prices thero have 
been advanced 50 cents per case 
though the price shore are not yet 
changed. Navel oranges are retail- 
ing at from 20 to 50 cents per dozen 
which Is about as cheap as they ever 
go, but with the advance In the south 
local values will also work higher. 

In nearly all lines thero have been 
few additions to the list. Fine pine- 
apples from Hawaii are offering at 
from 25 to CO cents each. This fruit 
Is of exceptionally good quality, in 
foot better than any previous ship- 
ments. 

Despite tho predictions of an ad- 
vance (lour prices remain unchanged. 
There has been a slight cut by one 
of the eastern mills hut the big mills 
hold prices at the level which has 
prevailed for several months. Wheat 
prices are very Arm, but the value 
of the manufactured product is not 
expectd to change.

KING EDWARD IN GERMANY 

Visit of British Monarch to Berlin is 
Eagerly Looked For 



Berlin, Jan. 26. — The approaching 
visit of King Edward and Queen Alex- 
andra to the Emperor and Empress 
of Germany next month Is already a 
question of first-class public Interest. 
The statement that the German 
Foreign Ollice will exercise Its ex- 
tensive inlluence with the Press to en- 
sure a friendly reception of the royal 
visitors, is the subject of comment by 
Lokalanzelger, which declares that | 
such an influence Is unnecessary be- 
cause It follows as a matter of course 
that the King will be received with 
the respect due to him as the repre- 
sentative of a great nation. Unfor- 
tunately (his cannot be stated with 
certainty. 

On the contrary there are already 
visible indications of possible dis- 
harmony in connection with the ap- 
proaching royal visit, made to keep 
any unfriendly demonstration within 
tho smallest possible limit. First 
t hero are irreconcilable Anglophobes, 
whose belief that King Edward Is an 
arch consplrltor bent on Isolating and 
humiliating Germany has become an 
obsession. They will consider it their 
duty to warn tho German people 
against extending the alleged national 
enemy a too cordial welcome. Apart 
from these extreme chauvinists there 
Is some danger that King Edward's 
person may be dragged into the Ger- 
man domestic political controversies. 

The King as ruler of England Is re- 
garded as the supreme representative 
of constitutional government. In tills 
capacity German Radicals deslro to 
accord him on unusually enthusiastic 
welcome. It Is clear that if German 
Radicals demonstratively extol the 
nation's royal guest just because he is 
I lie representative of tho most ad- 
vanced form of constitutional govern- 
ment, they will thereby draw a com- 
parison between the foreign monarch 
and their own ruler which Is unfavor- 
able to the latter. 

German Radicals will do well to 
accept tho advice offered them to ab- 
stain from exploiting King Edward's 
visit in this sense for their own polit- 
ical purposes, ns they would not there- 
by promote the cause of constitutional 
government in Germany, They would 
Inevitably show fresh discord between 
tho Courts of London and Berlin. 

The question also arises whether the 
Emperor .will follow up his reappear- 
ance In Ahc arena of publicity by also 



Allahabad, India. Jan. 26.— The riots 
nt Serampore, Titaghur and near Ran- 
goon on tho Ba'.rld festival Illustrate 
the ease with which the passlono of 
the rival communities can still be ar- 
oused in so-called united India. The. 
Mohammedans doubtless gave the first 
provocation by slaughtering animals 
within sight of the Hindus, hat the 
Hindus, from ill accounts, were by no 
means backward in exacting retalia- 
tion. 

At Serumpore, for °xumple, when the 
police started arresting a few Moham- 
medans, there was a flesh and fiercer 
outbreak or disorder, but this time It 
was the Hindus who jcined the rioters 
from every part 1 t the town, and then 
rushed out all armed with large sticks. 

One of the first acts of retaliation 
was to wreck the mosque nearest to 
the railway station. Not only -was 
everything within It smashed, but 
they swarmed up the walls and began 
to demolish the building. The nilnar- 
I ets were hurled Into the street, where 
they now lie in fragments. There ap- 
pear to nave been a few of the faithful 
ed to atoms, and many people were 
forced to retreat. 

Similar scenes were enacted nt other 
musjlds on the opposite side of the 
road. The Hindus crowded around 
the outer walls, from which they dis- 
lodged bricks, which were usjd as 
missiles against the occupants, who 
were hemmed in. The sacred lamp 
and everything else Inside were smash- 
ed to atoms, and man ypeople were 
severely Injured. 

.After defiling the mosques, tho Hin- 
dus set themselves the task of helping 
the police to make arrests, and this 
they did con amore. They rushed into 
Mohammedan houses and pulled out 
men whom they aro said to have 
struck before handing them over to the 
police. 

The Bakrid festival is always the 
occasion of great anxiety to the local 
authorities all over India, and dis- 
agreeable incidents, such as those 
which have now happened, are ex- 
tremely difficult to avoid, owing to 
the provocative attitude often assumed 
by the members and leaders of the 
two communities. Owing to the wide- 
spread disturbances the authorities 
feared a general outbreak and sum- 
mary measures were taken.
